for 


road millage

Heading from a season of slip- 
pery roads to the time where 
road crews will be patching pot- 
holes, Crawford County officials 
decided to have a millage to fund 
the Crawford County Road 
Commission reviewed by an 
attorney. 

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners, as its regular 
monthly meeting last week, 
voted to have a millage proposal 
that the Crawford County Road 
Commission is seeking to be 
placed on the November general 
election ballot reviewed by a 
bond counsel. 

The county road board is ask- 
ing county commissioners to 
place a five-year, one-mill pro- 
posal that would fund the recon- 
struction and maintenance of 
county roads. The millage, if 
approved by voters, would gen- 
erate about $543,000 per year for 
road repairs and maintenance. 

The same road millage request 
was defeated by voters, in the 
2006 November election, by a 
vote of 2,910 to 2,734, 

Road commissioners ate seek- 
ing financial ‘support from 
Crawford County taxpayers 
since state revenues, from the 
Michigan Transportation Fund 
(MTF), money collected from 
gasoline taxes, weight taxes and 
license registration fees, has 
been decreasing since 2003. That 


has resulted in the road commis- 
sion not replacing employees 
that have retired and cutting back 
on equipment purchases and 
overtime expenses. 

Don Babcock, the managing 
director for the Crawford County 
Road Commission, said officials 
are planning for another 7 per- 
cent decrease in MTF funds, 
which will mean $100,000 to: 
$110,000 less for the road com- 
mission’s budget. 

Babcock said the long winter 
and icy road conditions has 
resulted in increased winter 
maintenance expenses. Road 
commissioners have attempted 
to limit overtime expenses dur- 
ing nights and weekends for. 
plowing and clearing county. 
roads. The road commission has 
contracts to maintain and clear: 
roads under the state’s jurisdic- 
tion through the Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
(MDOT). 

“We're not even done, and 
we've been holding off on over-: 
time, trying to save every little 
bit as we can,” Babcock said. 

Babcock said three road com- 
mission employees are due to 
retire, but only. one employee, — 
who maintains: the rest areas off 
of I-75, will be replaced since 
the county receives funds from. 
the state for that service.

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Former deputy appears | 
in court for pot charge ©

A former Crawford County 
Sheriff’s Deputy and school 
DARE officer was formally 
charged with alleged marijuana 
dealing last week. 

William John Bonkowski, 45, 
was arraigned in Crawford 
County District Court on 
Wednesday, March 19, for a 
charge of controlled substance- 
delivery/manufacture of marijua- 
na. He faces up to four years in 
prison and a $20,000 fine if con- 
victed. 

Bonkowski appeared in front 
of 46th Trial Court Magistrate 
Camarin Talarico during the 
brief court hearing. Talarico 
scheduled a pretrial hearing for 
April 1. A preliminary exam, 
where prosecutors will have to 
present the evidence to deter- 
mine if Bonkowski will be sent 
to Crawford County Circuit 
Court for a trial of the felony 
charge, is slated to be held on 
April 15, 

Bonkowski appeared in court 
with Traverse City attorney 
James Hunt, a veteran trial 
lawyer and a former Grand 
Traverse County assistant prose- 
cutor. 


Bonkowski worked as a

Crawford County Sheriff’s 
Deputy between September 
1996 and December 2006. He 
retired from his position due to 
medical issues. 

Bonkowski worked as a school 
liaison officer during his tenure 
with the sheriff’s department, 
being assigned to the AuSable 
Primary School and the Grayling 
Elementary School from 2001 to 
2004. Part of his duties as the 
school officer included teaching 
the DARE (Drug Abuse 
Resistance Education) program 
to children. 

Hunt requested copies of 
police court records to determine 
the evidence that authorities had 
to charge Bonkowski, including 
a copy of the search warrant. 
Hunt said the search warrant was 
suppressed in the court files, 
meaning it was not available to 
be viewed by the public. Hunt 
said that police and prosecutors 
typically suppress a search war- 
rant if there is an ongoing inves- 
tigation, or if they are seeking to 
conceal the name of the person 
who provided the information 
that prompted the criminal 
charge. ‘

Crawford County Road

-Riehle said that there are 40 
miles of roads in the county that 
need to be addressed. He added 
that some road commissions in 
the state are opting to turn pot- 
holed filled roadways back into 
gravel roads, due to budget 
woes and increased material 
costs. 

Riehle said that road officials 
plan to step up efforts to educate 
the public on how the road com- 
mission is funded. A brunt of 
MTF funds come from gasoline 
taxes. Riehle noted that the tax 
is collected on the amount of 
gallons sold and not the high 
gas prices, so road commissions 
are receiving fewer funds as 
people and tourists are traveling 
less.

The real issues of wildfires 


+ Last fall’s California wildfires, 

and the Sleeper Lake fire in the 
U. P., have once again demon- 
strated the danger of wildfires. 
However, it is Important to 
understand the real issue of wild- 
fires. 

Contrary to news Teports about’ 
“the fire raging on,’ a wildfire is 
simply a matter of burning fuels. 
While fire fighters may not be 
able to bring a wildfire under 
control due to its intensity, a 
wildfire is not like a tornado or 
Hurricane, charging haphazardly 
across the countryside. A wild- 
fire burns where there is fuel to 
burn - whether natural vegetation 
or buildings. When the fuel is 
not there, the fire goes out. 

‘In nature, wildfires consume 
dead branches, dead trees and 
dead leaf litter. This is one way 

which Mother Nature renews 
itself Only when there are 

Homes and buildings in the path 
Gf the fire does it become a disas- 
tér. Wildfire experts refer to this 
as living in the “wildland-urban 
interface.” 

‘ People who live in the wild- 

‘ : 
land-urban interface must take 

cial precautions against wild- 

re, and if they don’t, their 

lromes and outbuildings can be 
destroyed. 

In many states, including both 
Galifornia and Michigan, the 
USDA Forest Service, University 
Rxtension and the Department of 
Natural Resources have been 
Working with local communities 
and residents on a program enti- 
tjed “Firewise Communities.” 
This program is designed to help 
protect homes and property from 


wildfires. 

Firewise teaches homeowners 
to develop “defensible space” 
around their homes. This term 
does not refer to bare ground but 
does include a zone around 
homes and buildings that i 18 resis- 
tant to burning. - 

Within the defensible space, 


homeowners should maintain the. 


lawn and also use fire-resistant 
plants and/or avoid placing com- 
bustible plants too close to the 
structures. This prevents a pine 
tree, for example, from igniting 
and then starting the building on 
fire. Incorporating Firewise tech- 
niques can help protect the home, 
yet still] maintain a beautiful 
landscape. 

“Firebrands,” floating embers 
that are still burning or glowing, 
are also a problem in wildfires. 
Firebrands are lofted out of the 
fire and can be blown downwind 
up toa mile. These firebrands 
can ignite new spot fires, a wood 
shake roof, ignite a wooden deck 
or a pile of firewood, as well as 
dead leaf litter under the deck, 
behind landscape plants or litter 
that collects in eave troughs. 

Firewise recommends keeping 
dead leaf litter and vegetative lit- 
ter cleaned out from these piaces 
so that firebrands cannot start 
new fires and then ignite the 
structure, The use of fire-resis- 
tant roofing, such as metal, 
asphalt or terracotta tile, can pro- 
tect against firebrands as well.

Aprille, inside, had 
no idea a fire was burning in 
their attic, and because of the 
location of the fire, none of the 
smoke detectors went off. 

Before they knew it, the roof 
had collapsed into the bedrooms 
of their two youngest children. 

The Russell family did not 
have renters’ insurance, contrary 
to what was reported in the 
Avalanche. Right now, they can- 
not afford to replace what they 
have lost and are therefore 


deeply and eternally grateful to 
all those who have rallied in their 
support during this awful time in 
their lives. —— 

They are especially grateful to 
Aprille's parents, who have 
opened their small three bed- 
room home and welcomed the 
family of six as well as their 
pets. 

A lesser family may have 
crumbled in the wake of this lat- 
est trial in a long string of unfor- 
tunate events to befall the 
Russells, but they are a strong, 
loving and persevering unit and 
we could all learn a lesson in 
diligence and character from 
Zachary and Aprille Russell and 
her parents, Vernon and Rita 
Watts. 

Shame on the Crawford 
County Avalanche. Your negli- 
gent oversights could, and may 
have very quickly and very 
wrongly, besmirched the reputa- 
tion of a very upstanding family.

New 2008 state transportation 
map now available 


The newest edition of the offi- 
cial Michigan Department of 
Transportation map is now avail- 
able at Travel Michigan 
Welcome Centers, MDOT 
offices, and soon, at Secretary of 
State offices across the state. The 
2008 theme is "Michigan, more 
freshwater coastline than any 
other state." 

Thé tap features dramatic 
photos of Michigan's beautiful 
lakes and streams, complete with 
recreational boaters, a fly fisher- 
man and barefoot beachcombers. 
The cover photo: features 
Holland's famous Big Red light- 
house on Lake Michigan and two 
classic-style, made-in-Michigan 
mahogany boats. The poetic lan- 
guage used on the map was taken 
from a “Pure Michigan" promo- 
tional ad sponsored by Travel 
Michigan. 

| "Michigan ‘is blessed with 
many ‘natural attractions and sce- 
nic vistas, so the choice of a 
water wonderland and nautical 
theme was ‘a perfect choice for 
our 2008 map,” said State 
Transportation Director, Kirk T. 
Steudle, "The map incorporates 
some changes recommended 
from an Internet questionnaire 
conducted last year by MDOT, in 
which we asked the motoring 
public for their suggestions and 
comments, We are listening to 
our customers. Our staff is plan- 
ning future improvements based 
on customer recommendations." 

Steudle also noted that most 
survey respondents were satis- 
fied with the map, and 98 percent 
said MDOT should continue to 
print it. Most people indicated 
they use the map for travel asso- 
ciated with recreation, the second 


biggest use was for business trav- 
el. About 80 percent of the 
respondents said the size of the 
map was “just right." The most 
frequently used features (other 
than the obvious use of roads) 
were mileage table, municipality 
index, individual city maps, and 
the southeast Metro Detroit map. 

Steudle said there are several 
important updates on the new 
map, including using road sign 
symbols for both M-routes and 
county roads that duplicate signs 
used on the highway. Also, exit 
numbers are now listed for US- 
127 (in limited access freeway 
sections), which MDOT re-num- 


- bered and re-signed last year on 


the actual highway. Exit numbers 
also are included for M-10 
(Lodge Freeway) in Detroit. 

The map includes information 
on "How to Drive a 
Roundabout," a new type of cir- 
cular intersection in Michigan. 
Emergency information is more 
prominently displayed, with 
advice to cali "911" in an emer- 
gency. 

Other updates include adding 
phone numbers and Web site 
addresses for all of Michigan's 
major bridges, and identifying 
the state's three National Scenic 
Byways: River Road in Tosco 
County; Copper Country Trail in 
Keweenaw County; and 
Woodward Avenue (M-1) in 
Detroit. 

About 1.5 million maps will be 
printed this year, at a cost of 14 
cents per copy. To view the 
online version, get more details, 
report .a suspected error or 
request a free copy of the printed 
map, go to the MDOT Web site at 
www.michigan.gov/statemap.

reported that Ambassador Sidi 
Haji Abdul Rahman Adja had

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IRS announces economic 
stimulus payment schedules 


phe Internal Revenue Service 
announced that it will begin send- 
ing more than 130 million eco- 
nomic stimulus payments starting 
May 2. The initial round of week- 
ly. payments will be completed by 
early July. 

The IRS also announced the 
availability of a new online calcu- 
lator on IRS.gov to help people 


détermine the amount of their’ 


stimulus payment. 
Stimulus payments will be made 
by direct deposit to people who 
choose to receive their 2007 
income tax refunds through direct 
deposit. All others will receive 
their economic stimulus payments 
in'the form of a paper check. 
“To receive an economic stimu- 
lus payment, people just need to 
file their tax returns as they usual- 
ly. do,” said IRS Acting 
Commissioner Linda E. Stiff. 
“The payments will be automatic 
for the vast majority of taxpayers. 
Séme lower-income workers, and 
recipients of certain Social 
Security and veterans benefits who 
don’t normally need to file a tax 
return, will need to do so in order 
to receive a stimulus payment. 
IRS.gov has all the information 
people need to help them obtain a 
stimulus payment.” 
Stimulus payments will be sent 
out in the order of the last two dig- 
its of the Social Security number 
used on the tax return. 
Because the IRS will use the 
Social Security number to deter- 
mine when checks are mailed, tax- 
payers may receive their checks at 
different times than their neigh- 
bors or other family members. On 
a jointly filed return, the first 
Social Security number listed will 
détermine the mail-out time, 
The IRS expects to make about 
34 million payments within the 
first three weeks after the payment 
| schedule begins May 2. With 
} more than 130 million households

their tax return, but whose returns 
were processed by April 15, the 
paper checks will be in the mail 
starting May 16, with the initial 
mailings completed by around 
July 11. . 

The IRS also announced the 
availability of an online calculator 
on IRS.gov to help taxpayers 
determine if they are eligible to 
receive an economic stimulus pay- 
ment and, if they are, how much 
they can expect. Anyone who are 
prepared a 2007 income tax return 
can use the calculator. [t will ask 
taxpayers a series of questions, so 
they should have their 2007 
income tax returns handy. After 
answering the questions, the cal- 
culator will provide the projected 
dollar value of the payment. 

A small percentage of tax 
returns-will require additional time 
to process and to compute a stimu- 
lus payment amount. For these 
returns, stimulus payments may 
not be issued in accordance with 
the schedule above, even if the tax 
return was processed by April 15. 

All or part of an economic stim- 
ulus payment may be applied to 
back taxes or certain other debts of 
the taxpayer, such as delinquent 
child support and student loans. In 
such cases, the IRS will send a let- 
ter to the taxpayer explaining the 
offset.

sending weekly payments. People 
who file tax returns after April 15 
and receive a refund can expect to 
receive their economic stimulus 
payments in about two weeks after 
receiving their tax refunds, but not 
before the date they would have 
received their payment, if the 
return had been processed by April 
15. To ensure taxpayers receive 
their stimulus payment this year, 
they must file a tax return by Oct. 
15. 

Two bureaus of the Treasury 
Department are involved in mak- 
ing the payments. The IRS will 
calculate the amount of each eco- 
nomic stimulus payment based on 
the tax year 2007 income tax 
returns it receives. The IRS will 
then forward the information to 
Financial Management Service 
(FMS), which is the bureau of the 
Treasury Department that makes 
federal payments such as Social 
Security benefits, federal income 
tax refunds and, now, economic 
stimulus payments. 

The IRS reminds taxpayers that 
they can get their stimulus pay- 
ments faster by using direct 
deposit when they file their tax 
retums., 

In addition, the IRS urges tax- 
payers to file electronically. For 
people who normally don’t need to 
file a tax return, the IRS and Free 
File Alliance have a special pro- 
gram set up to allow for free elec- 
tronic filing.

Michigan’s tourism industry confronts weak economy, high gas prices

Hopping in the family 
Oldsmobile and heading toward 
the Great Lakes on a hot, sticky 
summer day used to be about as 
“Michigan” as it could get. So 
much so that 70 percent of 
Michigan tourists historically 
have been state residents explor- 
ing their own back-yard and 
pumping $18 billion into the 
state’s annual economy. 


That was then. This is now. 

With Michigan topping unem- 
ployment charts and home fore- 
closure lists, and gas expected to 
hit $4 a gallon this summer, 
vacations have become expend- 
able luxuries for many residents 
- but they remain vital to the 
state's ailing economy. 

That might not be a bad thing, 
some tourism industry experts 
say. 

People don't like to give up 
their vacations - especially when 
they could use a distraction from 
economic concerns. But, to 
Michigan’s benefit, those money 
troubles might keep them a little 
closer to home, said Dave 
Lorenz of Travel Michigan - the 
state's official tourism promo- 
tion agency. 

“Vacations are an opportunity 
to reconnect, so they're just too 
important to Michigan families 
to give up,” Lorenz said. “In a 
quirky way, high gas prices and 
the economy might help the 
tourism industry because the 
trips families do take will be 
close to home and they’ll be 
spending their money here, 
rather than driving to 
Yellowstone.” 

Industry insiders expect the 
state's southern attractions to be 
major beneficiaries. 

“T think this year's big winner 
is Detroit with its new casinos 
and development. It’s the closest 
to Michigan’s biggest population 
center of 4 million people in 
metro Detroit,” Lorenz said. 

Renee Monforton, of the 
Detroit Convention and Visitors 
Bureau, is banking on “backyard 
explorers” and focusing on 
attracting out-of-state visitors 
with a $700,000 ad campaign in 
Ohio that pokes fun at metro 
Detroit. 

Despite the self-deprecating 
ads, Monforton said, “If people 
haven't been to Detroit in the 
last six or seven years, they real- 
ly haven’t been to Detroit. We 
have a new riverfront, festivals, 
parks, three new casinos, 800 
new hotel rooms with more on 
the way.”

And Lorenz expects south- 
western Michigan to be the next 
biggest beneficiary of the tight 
economy. 

“Southwestern Michigan is 
close to Chicago, so it not only 
has the proximity to a large pop- 
ulation center that will be vital to 
success this year, but it also has 
great wineries, art, restaurants 
and hotels,” he said. 

Tourism is the No. | industry 
in the area and has been boom- 
ing in recent years, thanks to vis- 
itors from Chicago, Indianapolis 
and across the Midwest, said 
Millicent Huminsky, exectitive 
director of the Southwestern 
Michigan ‘Tourism Council 
based in Benton Harbor. 

Even though Detroit and 
southwestern Michigan are close 
to the state’s population centers, 
the economy has propelled them 
to focus most of their marketing 
efforts on neighboring states - a 
move tourism organizations 
across the state hope isn’t per- 
ceived as shortsighted by would- 
be Michigan tourists. | 

“We aren’t giving up on 
Michigan, but we have to fish 
where the fish are, so to speak,” 
said Brad Van Dommelen, presi- 
dent of the Traverse City 
Convention and Visitors Bureau, 
which is spending 56 percent of 
its advertising budget out of 
State. | 

Van Dommelen said he hopes 
that high gas prices drive 
Michigan residents - eager to get 
out after a long, hard winter - to 
take shorter, more affordable 
trips to Traverse City, which 
depends on tourism to pump $1 
billion into its economy each 
year and provide 14,000 jobs. 

But Michigan's economy 
might already be too shaky for 
many to afford those short trips. 

“The poor economy is far 
more important than gas prices,” 
said Don Holecek of Michigan 
State University’s College of 
Agriculture and = Natural 
Resources, who has been fore- 
casting Michigan travel outlooks 
for 23 years. “Tourism really 
depends on disposable income, 


so the overall] economy is what is 
going to matter, with gas prices 
being an almost marginal issue.” 

The downward slide of the 
economy has meant a mass exo- 
dus of typical travelers - young, 
educated, active individuals with 
disposable incomes - from the 
state, Holecek said. 

Combined with high gas 
prices, traditional outdoorsy des- 
tinations, such as the Upper 
Peninsula - far from the state's 


population centers - could -be 


facing a difficult year, he said.” 

“With young people leaving 
the state, there is an older 
Michigan population, and with 
that comes a diminished interest 
in outdoor recreation. That plays 
against the U,P.’s strengths.” 

Much like the rest of the state, 
the U.P. Travel and Recreation 
Association hopes to offset that 
problem by attracting out-of- 
state visitors and has spent half 
its advertising dollars on bill- 
boards, print and electronic ads 
in the Great Lakes region, said 
Tom Nemacheck, executive 
director of the association based 
in Iron Mountain. . 

“We built our industry on the 
backs of people who hopped in 
the family car and came up north 
for a week or two, but now it's a 
struggle to get people to cross 
the Bridge,” he said, referring to 
the Mackinac Bridge. “It’s 
incredible how fast the economy 
in Lower Michigan has affected 
tourism in the U.P.” 

“I believe we'll have a good 
summer if we're more successful 
at pulling people in from out of 
state and if we have good weath- 
er,” Nemacheck said. 

Those are big “ifs,” but Lorenz 
said the marketing efforts of 
regional tourism associations, 
and the “Pure Michigan” ad 
campaign run by Travel 
Michigan, might deliver. 

“J might be the only person this 
confident, but I think we'll see a 
2 to 3 percent jump in expendi- 
tures and overnight visits. Yes, 
we're very reliant on in-state vis- 
itors, but the ad campaigns are 
good at luring people here.”
